Large private interests already have their
eye on this golden money-making opportunity ready to snatch
it up—but the City of Torrance has first claim to the rich
stake, IF WE ACT QUICKLY,

We are talking about the so-called “Lomita Flight Strip,”
which is located entirely within the corporate limits of Tor-
rance, Experienced aviators testify that from the standpoint
of air currents, length of flight strip, and other character-
